THE LIFE OF SUNKEN BHIPS. — | 

Tho ships which fourlder inthe deop apa ) 
doubtless remain for centuries ag monu- 
monts of the strange doings of the master- 
ful creature of the land. Whatever the 
attitude of the eraft when it ia overwhelmed 
by the waters it ia likely that a moment 
after it descends below their surface, it 
rights itsolf, assuming the position it oc- 
cupies when sailing in quot watera, Tho 
waight of the ballast necessarily brings wt 
into this position, In thik’ attitude tho 
vessel falls steadfastly, but not vory swift- 
Jy, untilit strikes the bottom. Jt may re- \ 
quiré tn the overage depth of the sea, which | 
is about three miles, a quarter of an hour 
or more beture an ordinarily laden wooden | 
vessel finds its long resting place. The 
blow with which it comea upon the sea- | 
floor ix not likely to dismast tho vensel ot | 
to wreck its hull; the shock usually comes 
upon mud-like materials, sufficiently yield. 
ing to give alittle to the blow, su that the 
violence of the contact is diminished and 
the upright position and intogrity of the | 
butk is maintained. 

‘As soon a8 tho sunken wreck is at rest 
wo may imagine that it becomes the sub- 
ject of careful inquiry us The part of ahoat 
of hungry creatures wh. await puch windfalls 
from nbove.

Thoy ure, on this account, 
more likely to ba ruined hy the Inst blow 
they ava ts receive, Moreovor, their iron 
sides und beams afford na, food to the 
maint animsla;. nevertheless they are 
attneked by the soa watora, and their docay 
probably proceeds so rapidly, and the 
gravitative orergy of thuir motultis parts is 
Bo grout, that they moro quickly Eall into 
rains, which cin hardly be os picturesque

A MARINE MAGISTRATES: IDEA OF
